Drawings

Claims 1-26 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of 
the specification, none of the references of record alone or in combination disclose or 
suggest the combination of limitations specified in the independent claims including 
descrambling a first one of the plurality of elementary streams in response to controlled 
access information in the first one of the plurality of elementary stream, to form a 
descrambled stream, and multiplexing the descrabled stream and remaining ones of the 
elementary stream to form a transport stream, as specified in claims 1,11, and 21 .
